2* Without revealing the source, the report was shown to 
GROSSBAHU All agreed this vas the final straw; there vas no further 
point in attempting to explain away or rationalise the BGBHtyftOBAL 
relationship. What remained to be done vas to determine the extant of 
possible damage to GROSSBAHV operations* Just how to go about this 
vas something ve were trying to study out carefully and had tentatively

He vast accept GBOSSBAHH's plea of innocence, but continue to vender

to make any inquiries*

that ve still feel BOEHM most he subjected to a complete debriefing on 
exactly what he has passed to HOBTTL on GROSSBAHH operations* Me nov 
apparently have a solid reason for demanding that he agree to a re-test 
under the pretext of it being a routine procedure in t h - * ~**ea of 
resignations* Me will try to work out the question of C ^"s coming 
to Salsburg at an earlier date with MOB* If this cannot be done, m 
plan to go ahead vith the idea of using local CID personnel and facilities* 

7* Mhen ve are through vith BOEHM, the parting can not be 
anything but unfriendly* This brings op the problems of control over 
him after he has been completely severed from GBOSSBAHH# Me are studying 
this problem, discussing it with GROSSRifflff end will submit our reeoemm»» 
datlon in our next dispatch on the matter* 0B08SBA HH st ates that be has 
plenty of "dirt" (vine, women end song affairs) on BOEHM, Which means 
ve might be able to do one of two things; after the Interrogation, ve can 
offer BOEHM e few samples sad tell him emphatically that more will be 
forthcoming in the proper quarters If he so much as takes a small step 
out of line; or ve could begin to discredit him, without the direct 
threat. In his police. Church, end political circles, so that his 
chances of gaining sympathetic or believing ear will be sharply reduced* 

In any event, ve are not too happy with either solution and hope that 
further discussions vith GROSSBAHH will offer a better solution on 
the problem of after-control, which is Inevitably a sticky one*
